This is a scholarly discussion, backed 
by many facts, figures and charts. It 
indicates that the per capita demand for 
meat declined from 1910 to 1946 in rela 
tion to income, but only as part of the 
general decline in the expenditure for 
food as a whole. Relative to the expendi 
tures for food, the per capita demand 
for meat remained about constant. De 
mand for meat rose markedly in 1947 
and 1948 but by the end of the latter 
year returned to about its pre-war level 
in relation to income 

The per capita demand for milk in 
creased from 1924 to 1948, although the 
per capita demand for butter declined 
during those same years in relation to 
disposable income. It declined also in 
relation to total expenditures for food 
at the rate of about 1% per year. One of 
the reasons for this decline is the 30% 
reduction in the per capita consumption 
of grain principally bread, 
that took place from 1910 to 1948. A 
30°, decline also took place in the per 
capita consumption of 


products 


potatoes and 
sweet potatoes, al! of which assist in the 
consumption of butter. The increase in 
the consumption of oleo which stood at 
2.7 Ibs. in 1941 and 6.1 Ibs. per capita in 
1948 was considered to have accounted for 
about half of the decrease in butter

the time of vaccination Free vaccine 
but not the free services of veterinarians 
will be supplied by the state under 
special permit for other ages of catth 
in order to. solve special herd manage 
ment problems
